I never was so impressed with any- 
thing in my life as I was by this fact 
last winter. I was traveling in Egypt. 
Scientific gentlemen have been busy, 
as you know, for years in discovering 
the monuments and vestiges of three 
great civilizations all of which arose 
and fell before the birth of Christ. 
In making their explorations they 
have discovered many tombs and in 
those tombs you will find perfectly 
preserved pictures representing the 
daily life of the people, the life of 
those far off days. One of the things 
that you saw often in those tombs 
were pictures representing cattle of 
that long faded-away civilization. I 
saw, not dairy cattle particularly, but 
I saw represented in those tombs dat- 
ing to two thousand years' before 
Christ, as perfect a form of a beef 
animal as you would see at the Inter- 
national Show at Chicago in Decem- 


for the very type of which our breed- 
ers of beef cattle are breeding 
towards today, the blocky, low-down, short-legged rec- 
tangular type, the Shorthorn, the Hereford, the Polled 
Angus, which the breeders of those types are all striving 
towards today. I saw pictures preserved perfectly in those 
old tombs of beef animals which would have given the 
gentlemen at the stockyards in Chicago next December 
very formidable competition if the originals of those 
families had been preserved. 


The point of all this is that though in that great civil- 
ization, the greatest of ancient times as you all know, 
though they had the very high quality of beef cattle, yet 
today, and it has been so for centuries, they have the 
most scrawny animals which you would ever see any- 
where. In other words, they once had a great breed, but 
it is as difficult to maintain a great breed of cattle as to 
maintain a great breed of men and the lesson for this 
Association and other similar associations is that eternal 
vigilance will be necessary if we are to maintain the ex- 
cellence of the best animals and the best herds that we 
have today. 


I am interested in the work of this Association because 
I believe it is doing more to accomplish that thing than 
any other like association which I know.

List .points, worked out in the World office as 

explained in our last issue on page 7. Sir Pietertje 
Laura Piebe 354322, now herd sire-in-chief at the Redfield 
State School and Home in South Dakota, heads the list 
with 252 Honor List points. Nine different daughters of 
this sire appear on the Honor List, a total of 23 times, 
winning 184 points for fat and 68 points for milk, making 
a grand total of 252 points. His daughters won two firsts, 
a second, two thirds and five fourth places. One daugh- 
ter, Redfield Bess Princess Piebe, as a junior three-year- 
old won first for both fat and milk in the thirty-day 
division, 15th for fat in the seven-day division, fifth for 
fat and 10th for milk in the 305-day division as a junior 
two-year-old and also placed for fat in the yearly division, 
in Classification A. Another daughter won 49 points, a 
third 43 points and four others from 16 to 26 points each. 
All of these daughters were bred and developed in the 
Redfield herd, where the sire has been in service during 
his entire breeding life. It will be remembered that in 
1928 this sire stood in 30th place with a total of 84 points 
and that another Redfield sire, Pride of the Bess Burkes, 
ranked second on the list with 240 points. The latter sire 
this year drops to 27th place with 90 points. 

King of the Ormsbys 178078, who has been. well up 
among the leaders for the past four years, is a good second 
this time with 229 points. His daughters appear 25 times 
on the list, which is more than any other sire of the year. 
His son, Winterthur Bess Ormsby Boast 300652 is a good 
third with: 217 points, giving the pair a remarkably high 
standing for sire and son. It is interesting to note that 
Jemima Riverside Boast Ormsby Dad 406093, a son of 
“Boast,” is in eighth place with 169 points, the three con- 
stituting the high three-generation group for the year. 
These three sires had much to do with the fine showing 
made by Winterthur Farms, Winterthur, Del., where the 
daughters of all three were developed. 

Besides the high ranking of these three sires, we find 
that Creator 228676, herd sire until his death some time 
ago at Pabst Farms, Oconomowoc, Wis., and a full brother 
to King of the Ormsbys, stands sixth with 181 points and

another full brother, Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 37th, 
ranks 21st with 98 points and has a son in 19th place with 
103 points. Incidentally, these three full brothers with 
their 32 sons, 24 grandsons and three great grandsons 
together won a total of over 2,500 Honor List points for 
the year, which is a fine showing for the family. 

Another comparatively young sire is in fourth place 
on the list. He is King Echo Pietje 346895, senior sire 
at Blossom Hill Farms, Lebanon, N. J. His 194 points 
were all won in Classification C. by eleven different 
daughters, three of them junior three-year-olds and the 
balance two-year-olds. 

Rock River Farms, Byron, Ill., has two sires among 
the first seven on the list. North Star Gelschecola Cham- 
pion 167613, their present senior sire and famous as the 
first Gold Medal sire of the breed, ranks fifth with 186 
points; and Sir Johanna Fayne Segis Pontiac 159551, their 
foundation sire, ranks seventh with 171 points. 

Other high ranking sires on the list not previously 
mentioned are Sir Stadacona Pontiac Homestead with 158 
points, whose daughters were developed by A. H. Poston 
& Sons, Spokane, Wash.; Prince Echo Rauwerd with 155 
points, owned by Traverse City State Hospital; Tritomia 
Pietertje Ormsby with 150 points, owned until his recent 
death by Iowana Farms, Davenport, Iowa; Hengerveld 
Homestead De Kol 4th with 142 points, formerly owned 
by Henry Morgenthau, Jr., Hopewell Junction, N. Y.; 
Varsity Piebe La Vertex with 121 points, developed at 
the North Platte substation of University of Nebraska; 
Colantha Prince Aaggie with 110 points, owned by Owen 
D. Young, Jordanville, N. Y.; King Ormsby Ideal Wayne

Culling For Improvement and Profit 
By MALCOLM H. GARDNER, Superintendent Emeritus 


us the pleasure derived from the business is an almost 

equally important factor. There is something in the na- 
ture of nearly all of us that takes delight in the posses- 
sion of fine stock, and no one can make a real success as 
a breeder who does not derive pleasure from his work. 
In the production of livestock in general, the breeder has 
only the eye to please; he is dealing more largely with 
form, and function is of lesser importance. The breeder 
of dairy cattle has a more complicated problem; for he 
deals not only with form but also with the milk-producing 
function, a matter of equal importance with form. In- 
deed, to the average breeder of dairy cattle. milk pro- 
duction is the main factor in his business; it is from milk 
that he derives the main part of his income, the sale of 
surplus stock being a secondary matter. But it was at- 
tention to form for centuries in Holland that made our 
wonderful breed what it is; and without such attention in 
America the breed would go to smash, and the breeding 
business with it. It will never do for any man who calls 
himself a breeder to adopt the motto, “Handsome is as 
handsome does,” nor yet to admit that any cow is hand- 
some that does not do handsomely at the pail. In suc, 
cessful breeding of dairy cattle form and production must 
ge hand in hand. 


Next to the adoption of its Advanced Registry System, 
the most important step ever taken by the Holstein- 
Friesian Association is the adoption of the Herd Improve- 
ment Test. Being half way between cow testing associa- 
tion work and testing for advanced registration, at a very 
small cost it puts herd improvement testing within reach 
of the smaller breeders; while in the combination of ad- 
vanced registry and herd improvement testing it is equally 
useful to owners of our best known herds. It will hunt 
out the unprofitable cow in the high-class herd just as 
quickly and effectually as it will in the herd unknown 
beyond its own neighborhood. No association looks after 
the interests of its members, and all those using its herd- 
book, more carefully than does the Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation; it has always been in the lead in the adoption 
of measures for the improvement of its breed and for 
conserving the best interests of its breeders. It has al- 
ways been possible from Jacob’s time down to improve 
the cattle of any district through selection: and this is 
well shown by the success reached before the day of herd- 
books. But it is only during the last sixty years that men 
have learned to join together in associations for the im- 
provement of a breed, and to publish their records of 
purity of blood jointly in herdbook form. 


F EW men breed fine animals solely for profit; to most of

association; but to make such an organization an effectual 
success, especially if it be a dairy cattle breeders’ asso- 
ciation, is quite another matter. Such an association by 
making its membership, registration and transfer fees 
very low may take in considerable money, while at the 
same time giving its patrons little or nothing in exchange 
for that money. It may issue its certificates of registra- 
tration without publishing any herdbook containing those 
entries, and so mislead its patrons into thinking they have 
something to show for registration money. Any such as- 
sociation is not likely to tell its patrons that in obtaining 
its certificates they thereby restrict their future sales of 
surplus stock to men holding like certificates, if they are 
able to find any such, or to dairymen. It is not likely to 
tell them that no matter how fine a cow any one of them 
may produce, there is no way of giving recognized authen- 
tication to her production and form that will enable the 
owner to sell her at a price that, in value increased by 
recognition, will more than pay all his associa- 
tion fees for the rest of his lifetime, leaving the increased 
value of near relatives, and of other fine cows as he may 
produce, as clear profit. The measure of success of any 
dairy cattle breeders’ association is the amount of service 
it is able to offer to its patrons; unless it can offer serv- 
ice in return for its fees charged, no matter’ how low they 
are, that association is a failure. 


I am writing with the interests of our smaller and 
younger breeders in mind, although the subject is of vital 
interest to breeders who have established a reputation and 
have become widely known. Breeders come and breeders 





go; but the great breed goes steadily on, growing slowly 
better and better. If owners for any reason close out 
their herds, others step into their places; and all the time 
men are working up from the ranks to take their places 
among the leaders. Some men call themselves breeders 
without deserving that name; for unless a man tries to 
make constant improvement in his herd he is no true 
breeder. Good buildings are always desirable, and a 
breeder should strive to have them. But it does not re. 
quire anything fancy to breed fine cattle; and fine cattle 
will in time bring fine buildings if the breeder desires 
them. Any intelligent man who, with a real love for 
fine dairy cattle, is willing to take the trouble, and wil] 
avail himself of the help offered by the Holstein-Friesian 
Association, can become a true breeder, and can in time 
bring his herd to the front and find a place for himself 
among the leaders. Of course it will take time, for im- 
provement comes slowly; but the years pass quickly when 
one is interested in one’s work, while the profits con- 
stantly grow larger as the years pass. 

I have more than once pointed out that the production 
of our grade cows is gradually creeping up on the produc- 
tion of our registered purebreds, and that unless the aver- 
age production of our purebred cows is increased it will 
soon be no higher than that of grades. The latest govern- 
ment figures now show that the average @ifference be- 
tween grades and purebreds of all the dairy breeds in 
cow testing associations hardly exceeds $8.50 per year, 
should we express that difference in production by its 
money value. Perhaps under the circumstances we should 
be pleased that even so much difference is shown; for if 
the average cow testing association purebred cow be milk- 
ed for a lifetime of seven lactations, the excess produc: 
tion over the average grade would amount to about sixty 
dollars, proving that she is worth that much more than 
the grade. 

The showing, however, is really much better than that; 
for we know that the better class of Holstein-Friesian 
cows—and it is probably the same in the case of other 
breeds—are not entered in cow testing association work, 
but are tested for advanced registration. Again, we also 
know that grades have been culled to a far greater ex- 
tent than have purebreds, there being always the tempta- 
tion to keep the purebred cow as a breeder because she 
is registered. Nor are high-class herds free from tempta- 
tion to at times retain undesirable breeding stock, since 
now and then a cow from high-class ancestry is herself 
deficient in form or production. The government figures 
certainly show that a large portion of the purebred cows 
in cow testing association work, perhaps one-half, pro- 
duced on an average less than did the better half of the 
grades so tested. Applied to our own breed, these gov- 
ernment figures plainly indicate that at least one-third of 
our registered cows now used in the dairy should be re- 
placed as soon as possible with cows of better quality. 
How are we to get this better quality? Let us look into 
the matter a little. 

Is there any man who so loves work that he is willing 
tc waste his time in knowingly caring for and milking an 
unprofitable cow? I do not believe there is. Yet thou- 
sands of cows yielding little or no profit are kept in our 
herds year after year because their Owners have no reli- 
able check on their production. Most breeders shy at any 
mention of bookkeeping as something only fitting for mer- 
chants. Yet in their relations to their cows, are they not 
merchants? Do they not sell to their cows care, shelter 
and feed, and receive in return the milk, calf and manure 
produced? The only way to tell whether or not a cow is 
profitable is to keep tab on the feed she consumes and 
the milk and butter-fat she produces in return. It is not 
a difficult matter to keep tab on the herd as a whole, and 
to know whether it is profitable or not; because the 
totals of feed cost and milk product returned are easily 
figured. But it is in regard to the individual cows in the 
herd that the owner needs information, if he is to cull in- 
telligently and replace the less satisfactory producers with 
cows of better quality. 

The Holstein-Friesian Association saw this need sev- 
eral years ago; and after the most careful consideration,

CANADA’S 25TH 1,000-LB. FAT COW 


Strathmore Sylvia 89340 C. H. B. is 
the latest addition to Canada’s list of 
Holsteins above 1,000 lbs. fat—a list 
now numbering’ twenty-five. Her 
figures as given in the April report 
from the Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion of Canada, are 29,371 lbs. milk 
containing 1,013 lbs. fat, or 1,266.25 
lbs. butter. She is Alberta’s first 
representative on the 1,000-lb. fat 
list and her milk record is also some 
2,000 lbs. above any other ever re- 
ported for any of the _ Prairie 
Provinces. She was bred and de- 
veloped by the C. P. R. Supply Farm, 
Strathmore, Alta., as was her dam be- 
fore her. The sire, Colony Morag Mc- 
Kinley 34647, their present senior sire, 
is a XX bull, bred, as his name im- 
plies by Colony Farm, Essondale, B. C. 
The C. P. R. herd, under the manage- 
ment of George H. Jones, is making 
rapid strides in both show type and 
production. 





ALMOST 1,000 LBS. FAT

Oakdale Fobes Wayne De Kol 
551957 has recently set a new mark 
for Iowa State Institution herds for 
year’s fat production with 938.3 lbs. 
fat, equivalent to 1,172.87 lbs. butter, 
from 27,239.9 lbs. milk.

HE Holstein industry basks in the reflected glory that 
I has come from President Hoover’s urgent invitation 

to W. S. Moscrip of Lake Elmo, Minnesota, to serve 
on the new Federal Farm Board. While acceptance of a 
place on this Board would have put him into one of the 
most important positions in American agriculture today 
and carrying a salary of $12,000 a year, we can quite 
understand his decision to decline because of personal 
affairs. Mr. Moscrip’s declination is contained in the 
following statement which he forwarded to Hon. Arthur 
M. Hyde, Secretary of Agriculture, at Washington, D. C.: 


“TI find it utterly impossible to so arrange my personal 
affairs as to permit acceptance to appointment to Farm 
Board and very regretfully advise you that I cannot ac- 
cept the appointment. I appreciate exceedingly the honor 
that the President has conferred upon me and thank you 
and him for the kindness shown me. Please be sure that 
if I can in any way aid the Board in the accomplishment 
of its mission I shall be glad to do so, and I hope that 
if I can in any way, at any time, be of service you will 
not fail to call upon me.”’ 


To accept this appointment would doubtless have 
meant the breaking up of the North Star Holstein Herd 
which we happen to know lies very close to his heart. It 
would doubtless have meant, too, the disposal of the North 
Star Farm, which is one of the finest farm properties 
under the sun. He is at present serving the interests he 
is most deeply concerned with in his work as secretary- 
treasurer of the Twin Cities Milk Producers’ Association 
and as a director of the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America. Thus while we would have personally been very 
glad to see the dairy representation upon the Federal 
Farm Board placed in these hands, we cannot bring our- 
selves to feel too keen a disappointment at Mr. Moscrip’s 
declination of a place upon the Federal Farm Board, and 
his decision to continue his service and activities along 
the same lines they have directed. 

Strong pressure was brought to bear upon Mr. Moscrip 
to induce him to reconsider his decision and to accept the 
position. Eulogistic press notices appearing in Midwest 
papers testify to the high place Mr. Moscrip has earned 
among agricultural leaders. It was such considerations 
that prompted the decision of the President to invite Mr. 
Moscrip to serve. It is a tribute to his standing as a 
breeder and champion of the dairy industry’s needs.

HIS editorial is directed particularly to the breeders 
l who are advertising in the World. It is prompted by 
a letter received this past week from a Washington 
subscriber asking our assistance in locating a junior herd 
sire for him. He prefaced his statement of specifications 
by saying: 

“I am in need of a good bull calf. Have written to 
twelve of your advertisers; got four replies and they are 
not very satisfactory.’’ 

The price limit of $500 or $600 set by this breeder ig 
probably somewhat out of line with his specifications jp 
the present Holstein market—but is that a valid excuge 
for not replying to a bona fide inquiry? 

If you had nothing on hand meeting the specifications 
set up, is that a sufficient reason for ignoring his letter 
entirely after he has done you the honor of selecting your 
establishment as one that he is willing to tie up the future 
of his herd with? What is the use of spending your good 
money to buy advertising space, if your personal contacts 
through inquiries are allowed to foster ill will instead of 
good will? 

Frankly, we are astonished—and somewhat disturbed 
that out of the World advertisers addressed, only one in 
three took the trouble to reply. It isn’t fair to yourself; 
it isn’t fair to the World; it isn’t fair to the inquirer; jt 
hurts the whole propostion of selling by mail through 
advertising. 

Many breeders complain that letter writing is the 
hardest work they have to do. Neatly printed stationery 
—typewritten or printed pedigrees and descriptive matter 
—a desk where writing materials may always be found in 
place—and if possible a typewriter—will be found to mini- 
mize the dread of letter writing. Your business isn’t 
really a business unless you are willing to give prompt 
attention to your correspondence. ’ 


The 1929 Shows Approaching 


LMOST before we know it now, the 1929 show season 
Ain be upon us in earnest. The early Canadian fairs 

have already started and in another month they will 
be lining them up at Aurora for the real start of the 
middle western circuit. Advance indications point to a 
continued growth of interest and participation in show 
ring activities in keeping with the continued improvement 
in the Holstein situation generally. 

The veterans in the show ring game have, of couse, 
had their plans reasonably well lined up for months past, 
while beginners in this activity are perhaps prone to post- 
pone the completion of their plans until time is too short 
to do the job right. This is frequently one of the first 
sad lessons learned in actual show ring experience. 

For the past several weeks, the World has been carry- 
ing a calendar of the most important fairs throughout the 
country. We arranged it chronologically this year with 
the thought in mind that it would be more convenient in 
that form for reference in mapping out circuits and 
schedules. In these earlier lists we have presented the 
name of the fair secretary for convenience in cor- 
respondence, but in this-and later issues will present in- 
stead for the convenience of fair visitors the date of the 
Holstein judging and the name of the judge. 

The World as usual will be directly represented by 
staff members at as many as possible of the leading shows 
both east and west. 


Milk Records Losing Caste 


HE Board of Directors doubtless took a logical course 
Tn their decision to eliminate milk records from the 
honor lists, commencing with the current year, 1929- 
30. The handling of milk records in the honor lists has 
never been thoroughly satisfactory. Years ago, when it 
was first decided to offer prizes for milk records, it was 
found that most of the leading winners were animals 
showing a very low test for butterfat. The rules were, 
accordingly, changed to provide that unless a cow pro- 
duced enough butter to break into the prize list for butter- 
fat, her milk production would not be considered as eligi- 
ble to compete for a prize in the milk section. Later this 
was further amended to provide that no record was eligi- 
ble for a prize or later for the awarding of a rank in the 
honor lists, if the average test was above 5% or below 
3%. 
The result has been that the list of prize winners oF 
honor list animals in the milk section has been open 
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only to animals that have made the honor list for butter- 
fat production with the result that the leading honor list 
cows for milk production were not in many cases actually 
the highest milk producers for that year. 

Another factor that undoubtedly influenced the Board 
in its decision was the current prevailing sentiment for 
higher testing milk. In view of this sentiment, it doubt- 
jess is not the right sort of publicity for our breed to put 
out an honor list in which the leading butterfat producers 
are rearranged in the order of their milk production with 
the higher places generally going to the lower testing

sy one respect, we are sorry to see this action taken 
and that is our belief that the craze for extremely high 
tests in our breed is not in the interest of sound develop- 
ment. Every dairyman knows that it is not his highest 
testing cows usually that return the greatest net profit at 
the end of the year, but rather his heaviest milkers. 
Further, although we have been talking higher test and 
preeders have in turn been working and selecting along 
that line for years, the general average test for the breed 
is not improving. 

The danger in a continuing craze for high test would 
seem to lie in the willingness of breeders to overlook 
other important factors if only they can secure a dam 
whose record showed a high per cent of fat. Real progress 
does not lie in that direction and even if breeders should 
be successful in developing higher testing animals, we are 
by no means convinced that they would find that they had 
a better or more profitable cow than her heavier milking 
sisters that test a little lower in percentage of butterfat. 
In passing, we note that even though the other breeds 
deprecate Holstein records as containing just so much 
extra water to handle, they nevertheless do considerable 
shouting when their breed records for milk are increased 
from time to time. 

We are thoroughly convinced that as a breed we would 
be much farther ahead if we devoted the same effort we 
are now putting in the attempt to breed higher testing 
Holsteins into the securing of adequate laws permitting 
standardization of milk to give the customer just what he 
wants and is willing to pay for in the way of butterfat 
content. 


The Cover 


IR PIETERTJE LAURA PIEBE 354232, this week’s 
s cover subject, is the leading Honor List Sire for the 

official year 1928-29, according to the point system 
worked out in the World office. His daughters on the 
Honor List won a total of 252 points, according to this 
system, which puts him ahead of all other sires by a 
comfortable margin of twenty-three points. Nine of his 
daughters, all of them bred and developed at State School 
and Home, Redfield, South Dakota, where he is in service, 
appear on the Honor List a total of 23 times, winning 184 
points for fat, and 68 points for milk. His leading point- 
winning daughter is Redfield Bess Princess Piebe with 
71 points on her records in the 305-day and yearly di- 
visions, Classification A. and in the seven-day and thirty- 
day divisions. Another daughter has 49 points, a third 43, 
and four others from 16 to 26 each. 

This young sire, only eight years old, was bred by Wm. 
Wright, Fergus Falls, Minn., being a son of, Piebe Laura 
Veeman Artis, the 38-lb. and 1,328-lb. daughter of Piebe 
Laura Ollie Homestead King. His sire, Sir Heilo Ormsby 
Piebe, combines the blood of two outstanding daughters of 
Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes. He was purchased early 
in his career by Minnesota Holstein Co., who after breed- 
ing a few of their outstanding animals to him, sold him-to 
the Redfield school, where he has since been in service and 
is now the senior herd sire. 

The record of Sir Pietertje Laura Piebe as a sire of 
prize winners is fully as outstanding as is his work as a 
sire of production. In 1925 one of his sons, Sir Star Laura 
Segis, made a great showing at the leading fairs of Canada, 
took junior championship at the National Dairy Show and 
was made All-American senior yearling. The following 
year, after winning grand championship at the Sesqui- 
centennial, first at the National, Eastern States and else- 
where, he was named All-American two-year-old. Last 
fall, offspring of Sir Pietertje Laura Piebe bred and ex- 
hibited by the Redfield people, made quite a sensational 
showing, including first prize Get of Sire at both the 
Minnesota and South Dakota State Fairs, and winning 
many prizes in the individual classes at these and other 
00d shows. 
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They now have close to one hundred daughters of this 
sire in the Redfield herd, as well as a number of yery 
choice sons, one of which, a show bull out of the twice 
1,400-lb. cow, Redfield Segis Johanna, is in service there 
as one of the junior sires. This institution has ranked 
well up toward the top of the Honor List for a number of 
years and deserves hearty: congratulations on the work 
they are doing to promote the breed in their state. 


WHAT OTHER BREEDS ARE THINKING 


Statements by Jersey and Guernsey authorities indicating 
attitude on extension, Advanced Registry and 
grade recognition 


N INTERESTING indication of how other breeds are 
A Biseussing problems with which Holstein breeders 
have to deal is found in the following statements 
which we present without comment from the breed publi- 
cations of the Guernsey and Jersey breeds. 
The following is from the Guernsey Breeders’ Journal 
oi June 15th and is by Robert Scoville, president of the 
American Guernsey Cattle Club: 


“We have been at this extension business for a 
number of years and as you know, if you look over our 
annual report, it is a very costly adventure. There is 
a decided demand in certain parts of the country for 
an extension of the extension service. On the other 
hand, in other parts of the country there is undoubt- 
edly a feeling that perhaps after all, the extension 
service is hardly worth what it is costing. There are 
problems in connection with it that are complicated. 

“We have adopted the system of a few very ef- 
ficient men (we think they are very efficient and we 
try to keep them efficient) doing work that is indirect 
only, rather than adopting a plan of a larger number 
of men who would not need to be quite so efficient, 
doing more direct work. The reason for that was that 
we felt in the long run the policy that we have adopted 
would perhaps lay a foundation for a wider and more 
permanent future prosperity. 

“You know that we discourage, so far as we are 
able, active salesmanship on the part of our extension 
men. I think there are lots of members who fail to 
understand why that is done. As a matter of fact, 
anybody who has ever been in the business of buying 
and selling live stock knows that particular transac- 
tions are always loaded with more or less danger, and 
we have therefore in every case where it was possible, 
urged our fieldmen to avoid activities that were too’ 
definitely along the lines of salesmanship. It doesn’t 
mean when an extension man has found a man who 
actually wants to buy, he shall refuse to lead him to a 
man who wants to sell, but by and large, that is not 
his job. I think perhaps a lot of our membership have 
failed to understand that that was our philosophy of 
the thing and have felt to the extent our extension 
men fail to act as salesmen, they were failing to do 
their duty. That is one question on the extension 
work. There are many others. 

“In what way can we make it more efficient in 
laying a broad foundation for future prosperity of our 
breed? We would like very much if some means were: 
provided, to find out exactly what the membership of’ 
our organization is thinking. I suggest that those of 
you who come from remote places try to find out dur- 
ing the next year from your own local organizations, 
your people you meet at your various meetings, by a 
full and free discussion, what the people think about it. 

“There is another question. Some of you think 
we have been rather negligent about the adoption of 
a herd test. What does the rank and file of our breed 
feel about this herd test? Some of our competitors 
have been—well, I was going to say ‘rushed into it.’ 
Perhaps that is unkind, but some of our competitors 
went into it rather hurriedly, I think. Personally, 
I have studied the matter very carefully, and so have 
a good many members of our committee, perhaps all 
the members of the Executive Committee. We have 
rather failed to see in what way it is going to help. 
Yet I know there is no disguising the fact that we are 
being criticised for not adopting it. 


“Is there any real demand for it? Has anybody 
a real argument in favor of it that has not already 
been advanced, and that would be convincing? We 
feel the Advanced Register is the accumulation of a 
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lot of valuable data to be wSed in the future as a 
guide to breeding, and we fail to see how coupling a 
whole herd together with all the loopholes that herd 
testing has, for I was going to say for chicanery, but 
at any rate for readjustment by selling and buying, is 
going to tell any real story, so we fought shy of it. 


“There are many things to be said in favor of it 
along the lines of economy, but do they outweigh the 
fundamental fact that we are after information that 
may be stored up and used at some future time? If 
you look upon our Advanced Register as a storehouse 
of information, not necessarily rating, but definite in- 
formation as to performance, and think of what it 
would mean to us if we were able to trace back and 
have those Advanced Registries in the pedigrees going 
back seven or eight generations instead of only four 
or five as at present, you can see what we are doing 
for future generations coming after us as breeders. 


“I don’t think we have yet begun to reap even a 
small fraction of the benefit from a breeding point of 
view from the Advanced Register for those who will 
follow us.” 


This statement from the Jersey Bulletin of June 19th, 
deals with a very interesting proposal made by Prof. O. E. 
Reed before the Holstein-Friesian convention at Philadel- 
phia on June 4th: 


“In this issue we present a proposal made by 
Prof. O. E. Reed, now with the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture and formerly head of the dairy depart- 
ments of Purdue University and Michigan State Ag- 
ricultural College. His presentation of the ideas of 
institution by dairy breed associations of some plan 
of registering the purest blooded and highest type 
grace cows, is quite a departure, but commands at- 
tention since it comes from a source of such rank. 


“It will be interesting to observe what sort of 
reception his proposal gets. Unquestionably there are 
countless owners of good grade cattle who would wel- 
come such recognition of their efforts made, largely 
through the use of pure bred sires, testing and proper 
feeding. Some of these herds have been built up until 
they are not only highly profitable to their owners, 
but command respectful attention in the general 
small per cent of pure bred owners. They and the new 
of thousands of high producing grades, especially of 
the Jersey and Holstein breeds which predominate, 
should organize their claims for recognition, their num- 
bers are such that they could hardly be ignored. And 
this very fact might create a serious. question for 
solution by the breed associations. .The grade cow 
owner is one of the great prospective channels through 
which it has always been hoped to increase the pitiably 
small per cent of pure bred owners. They and the new 
breeders are the only avenues in existence for the 
spread of pure breds. Would Prof. Reed’s proposal 
constitute a serious handicap? Evidently not, judging 
from his statements in his talk in question before the 
annual meeting of the Holstein-Friesian Association 
of America at Philadelphia. 

“His proposal is in line with his service at Lafay- 
ette and Lansing. In Michigan his major effort was 
encouragement of cow testing association work. T'he 
standard attained by dairy cows of that state in as- 
sociation work speaks for results obtained. He did 
not, however, neglect proper enccuragement of official 
testing and the pure bred industry. He apparently 
worked on the basis that most dairymen own grades, 
and therefore, they need more attention. The man 
with pure breds has more incentive to build up his 
herd, especially from the standpoint of sale of surplus 
stock. 

“Should his proposal receive attention that cannot 
be denied, we wonder where the leadership would 
fall—on the breed association, or Prof. Reed’s own 
division of the Department of Agriculture? He states 
that at least ten years would be required to make the 
first cows eligible under his plan, and ten years can 
see a lot of things transpire.”

and much committee work, it adopted the Herd Improve- 
ment Test, as the best means to meet the need. The test, 
in order to lessen the cost, is less strict in conduct than 
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tests for advanced registry, and is intermediate between - 
advanced registry testing and cow testing association 
work. In advanced registry testing the owner usually ge. 
lects a small string or two of what he believes to be his 
best cows; and then he gives them as favorable condi. 
tions as possible during test. The object is to learn what 
these cows are capable of doing under the most favorable 
conditions, in order to know whether they possess the 
good qualities they are supposed to have inherited from 
their ancestors, and are to be trusted in the passing along 
of exceptional qualities through their sons. Many thou- 
sands of cows have been tested in the several classes of 
the several divisions of the A. R. Semi-Official Test; and 
it is these cows that bring the high prices at public ang 
private sale, and their sons that head all herds of promin- 
euce. 

The Herd Improvement Test fills a double purpose. 
On the one hand it enables the owner to cull out and get 
rid of his poorer cows and raise the average production 
of his herd, and on the other hand he can learn whether 
he has cows that should be given the opportunity for an 
A. R. test, and may so test them himself or sell them to 
some one who will. As herd improvement testing may 
include the testing for advanced registration, there is not 
the slightest difficulty in carrying on the two forms of 
testing in the same herd. In herd testing, many a man 
will find that he has cows worth double what he had 
thought them; and the test will prove a very important 
feeder for advanced registration work. The cost is but 
little above the cost of ordinary cow testing association 
work, the Wisconsin Agricultural College charging $5.50 
per month, or $66.00 per year for the conduct of twelve 
one-day tests. In other states the cost may be a trifle 
more or a trifle less. Superintendent Norton will be glad 
to send a copy of the Red Handbook to anyone interested; 
and that little booklet will give full information and will 
answer practically all questions relating to the Herd Im- 
provement Test that may arise. Superintendent Norton 
will also be glad to give any special information that any- 
one may desire. 

The Advanced Registry Office can furnish stable milk 
sheets, for two, three or four milkings per day, for keep- 
ing the weights of milk of each cow, these sheets being 
of strong, heavy paper ready for tacking on the board. 
They are prepared in such large quantities that they can 
be furnished to breeders at a cost of but two and one-half 
cents per cow per year, when cows are milked but twice 
per day. The office can also supply for 25 cents one of 
the finest dairy herd account books that I have ever seen. 
The book is suitable for either small or large herds, and is 
so simple that anyone able to figure at all can use it. In 
this book the data for each cow is kept separately; and 
no cow can get by at the end of the year without the own- 
er knowing all about her. There are separate columns 
for the several kinds of feed consumed, and their cost, 
for the costs side, and like columns for the entry of the 
milk and of the fat produced, and of the money received 
from their sale. In feeding, careful account need only 
be kept of the grain ration; hay, silage, pasture, etc., can 
be estimated closely. Entries are made each month; and 
with the assistance of the owner, or some one of the 
family, the supervisor of the monthly test is expected to 
make them. It does not need a high school education to 
keep this book; all that is needed is carefulness and good, 
horse sense. 


Ours is a world of struggle. One can not well get 
scmething for nothing, while it is easy indeed to get 
nothing for something. That is just what those who fol- 
low hit or miss methods in dairy husbandry always get 
from some of their cows in return for their labor and feed. 
A silver dime held too near the eye will hide a twenty 
dollar gold piece a little way off; and the failure to test 
and keep tab on the individual members of the dairy herd, 
because of a little trouble and expense, often stands in 
the way of good profits and even of a small fortune. The 
management of most dairy farms can be improved; and 
if there are leaks, the most important of those leaks will 
be found in the dairy barn. They consist of keeping cows 
in the herd that will not pay a fair profit on stable room, 
care and feed, and in not feeding the better cows sufficient 
feed for them to show the most profitable production. 
These leaks can not be stopped without weighing the 
grain ration fed and the milk and fat produced; and this 
must be done with each individual cow. Each cow must 
be charged for what she costs and credited for what she 
returns, and held strictly responsible for the results

shown. A square deal is thus given to both cow and 
owner. 

Improvement through culling is really improvement 
through selection, because the owner thus selects the cows 
he will keep for breeding purposes; and it is taken for 
granted that he will select a bull for mating with those 
selected cows that will better the offspring in average 
form and production. True improvement must not only 
improve the herd in form and production, but must also 
improve the methods and profits of the owner. This 
brings in the feed problem, and the right feeding of the 
cows. It would be asking too much to expect the small 
breeder, who has no means of grinding his feed, to proper- 
ly care for his dairy herd without buying feed. Yet he 
can cut his feed bill in half by. raising legumes, such as 
the clovers, alfalfa or soy beans. With proper prepara- 
tion of the soil by liming and fertilizing, alfalfa will thrive 
and the dairy farmer with a supply of good alfalfa hay 
need not be troubled with large feed bills. To feed skill- 
fully and profitably, cows must be given a grain ration in 
proportion to production; and to do this requires that the 
feeder shall look to the weights on the stable milk sheet 
at least twice per month. Most of the state agricultural 
colleges in the dairy belt issue bulletins on the feeding 
of dairy cattle, and many breeders will find these bulle- 
tins helpful. 

Now what can the average breeder who enters his herd 
in the Herd Improvement Test, expect as a result? It 
depends upon the man and the use he can make of what 
he learns in the testing. I am sure that an average in- 
crease of five pounds of milk per cow per'day is but a 
moderate expectation. I know it is because I, myself, in 
that time raised the production of my own herd more 
than twice as much, and that too without the helps that 
are now available. Five pounds per day for 300 days is 
1,500 pounds of milk; and with twenty cows in the herd 
the gain would amount to 30,000 pounds of milk per year, 
worth on the average, considerably above six hundred dol- 
lars, net. If the average man with the average herd 
should find that he had saved enough in three years to 
put $10,000 at interest, he would be so surprised that he 
probably would not survive the shock; yet it takes $10,000 
at 6% to produce $600 per year. Enter your herd in the 
Herd Improvement test, and force each cow to a show-

a month eight times since the work 
began in 1917, but at no time was the 
number so great as during May of the 
present year, when 94,517 herds, con- 
taining 1,193,660 cattle were tuber- 
culin tested. 

The official summary shows also 
that 719 counties are designated as 
modified accredited areas, indicating 
practical freedom from bovine tuber- 
culosis. In addition, 30 towns in the 
State of Vermont are so designated. 
The largest number of cattle tested 
during May was in Wisconsin, but al- 
most as many received the tuberculin 
test in Minnesota, the numbers being 
150,394 and 147,119, respectively. New 
York and Iowa also each had more 
than 100,000 cattle tested. The large 
volume of testing promises to con- 
tinue, since more than 2 million cattle 
are at present on the waiting list to 
be tested.

the amount of fat in the milk. “Milk 
trom Jersey and Holstein cows has the 
power to produce 4 per cent. of cream 
layer for each per cent. of fat in the 
milk,” says J. C. Marquardt, dairy 
specialist at the station, who points 
out that the establishment of a cream- 
ing power factor for normal milk is 
an important advance in the study, 
and that knowledge gained from 
further studies is expected to prove of 
special interest to the dairy industry. 
He adds: 

“An exhaustive study of the factors 
affecting the creaming of milk has 
been undertaken in the station dairy 
laboratory. The first step in this work 
was to establish a creaming power 
factor for normal milk of a high and 
a low fat content. For this purpose 
milk from a Jersey and from a Hol- 
stein herd has been used. 

“It is possible to conclude from 
these studies that the normal cream- 
ing power of Holstein and Jersey milk 
is equal when the layers of cream 
formed after twenty-four hours were 
measured. It was found, also, that 
normal Jersey and Holstein milk will 
produce approximately 4 per cent. of 
cream layer for each per cent. of fat 
in the milk when the latter is held at 
a low temperature. 

“Holstein milk was found to cream 
more completely and uniformly during 
two- and four-hour periods than does 
Jersey milk. The age of the cow, the 
season and the period of lactation did 
not seem to have any material in- 
fluence on the creaming capacity of 
milk from either breed. The health of 
the animal, however, was a factor, for 
in most cases sick cows produced an 
abnormally deep cream layer.’—Lit- 
erary Digest.

He gave inter- 
esting facts and figures to back up 
his statements and be congratulated 
the Iowa breeders on the advance that 
they have made with Holstein cattle 
in recent years. At Woodward Sen- 
ator A. N. McColl entertained royal- 
ly with the Eldora Boys band, and at 
Fostoria, the O’Brien County Hol- 
stein Association were present in a 
group wearing insignia on the lapels 
of their coats indicating that they 
were members of the O’Brein County 
Holstein Breeders’ Association. Mr. 
Gillette and sons certainly made the 
crowd feel at home. 

On June 13th the Northwest Mis- 
souri Holstein Association held a tour 
in connection with their monthly 
meeting in the vicinity of Cameron. 

On the 18th, Mr. Laird of Jessup 
entertained the. Buchanan County, Ia. 
Association at a ptcnic. At Tom 
Chantland’s farm at Badger on the 
9th, the Webster County, Ia. associa- 
tion held a very enjoyable picnic. At 
all places the writer participated in 
ball games to a greater or less extent.

An average of $320.90 was realized for the fifty-one head sold in the 
dispersal of the S. S. Burtsfield herd, Maumee, Ohio, on June 14, the sale 
total being $16,365. The chief attraction of the sale was the offering of 
Ormsby King Della Fobes, the herd sire, and his offspring in the herd. 
This bull, just five years old, is a son of Ambassador Fobes and out of 
Princess Della 3d with 1,203 lbs. butter in a year, she being by P. O. M. 
37th and out of Princess Della (1,088.52 lbs.). Ambassador Fobes is by a 
son of Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 37th and Wisconsin Fobes with 1,153.05 
Ibs. in a year. This richly bred sire will continue his splendid work in the 
herd of J. B. Jones, Romeo, Michigan, the purchase price being $2,000. In 
the sale were thirty-five offspring of Ormsby King Della Fobes and these 
brought a total of $10,230, which is a very fine showing when it is considered 
that all but six of these were born during 1928 and 1929. Mr. Jones was also 
a buyer for a number of his daughters, including a two-year-old just fresh out 
of an untested daughter of the well known Fairview Pontiac Beets Korndyke 
at $650, a three-year-old from a 22-lb. dam at $580, two other two-year-olds 
at $475 and $420, and another two-year-old from a daughter of Marathon Bess 
Burke at $485. A number of breeders were fortunate in securing young sons 
of this buil for future herd sires. Detroit Creamery Farms, Mt. Clemens, 
Michigan, purchased the top female of the sale in M. B. B. Ormsby Pride, 
just past six years old. She is a daughter of Marathon Bess Burke out of 
Wisconsin Pride 3d (with an average of 1,108 lbs. butter for 3 consecutive 
years), and went to Detroit Creamery on their bid of $900. . Michigan breeders 
succeeded in taking eleven head for an average of just under $600, Wisconsin 
end Indiana each securing three head, while the balance of 34 head remained 
in the home'state. Only seven females in the herd had records, these averag- 
ing but $280, the balance of the milking females being mostly two and three- 
year-olds, seven from tested dams averaging $401 and a half dozen from 
untested dams, mostly daughters of the herd sire, averaged $428.

JOHANNA PAYS HER BOARD 


The possibilities of high returns 
from investments in pure bred dairy 
cattle are indicated by the report of 
the Los Angeles County Farm on a 
Holstein cow, Johanna Ormsby Pieter- 
tje Mercedes. This cow, a very hand- 
some individual, was purchased on 
December 11, 1925—three and one-half 
years ago. It is now nine years old. 
Her original cost to the county was 
$330. 

During the three and one-half years 
she has freshened four times. On two 
of these occasions she had twins, two 
very promising heifers being born 
March 19, 1929, sired by King Pietertje 
Ormsby Piebe 39th, the County 
Farm’s famous type and production 
herd sire who is known by Holstein 
breeders as one of the greatest ani- 


mals ever owned in this state. The 
other four calves were bulls, the 
twins being sold to San Diego 


County’s Edgemoor Farm at Santee 
and to the Millbrae Dairy near San 
Francisco. They were sons of Pabst 
Korndyke Star; therefore brothers to 
the greatest show-winning bull of 
the breed who sold for $15,000 a couple 
years ago, and to a wonderful group of

seven two-year-old cows that average 
928 pounds of butter in yearly tegt 
the poorest one of the lot making 802 
pounds of butter. The other two bulls 
are owned by McMurtrie Brothers of 
Bishop and Mrs. Annie Pratt of 
Bakersfield, California, respectively, 

During the three and one-half years 
that Johanna has been in the County 
Farm herd, she has produced milk 
that sold at the wholesale market rate 
for a total of $2,045.51. Her four bull 
calves brought a total of $875 of 
which $485 was net above the cost of 
feed and care of the calves. The 
value of the manure production has 
been calculated at $5 per year—a very 
conservative figure, making a total 
revenue of $2,541.01. During - this 
period, she consumed feed to the 
amount of $648.22 and the cost of 
labor chargeable to her care was 
$164.33. Deducting the total charges 
of $812.55 from the revenue total 
above shows that this one animal has 
produced in the three and one-half 
years a net profit of $1,735.46 or $1.36 
for every day since she entered the 
herd, in addition to the value of her 
two beautiful heifer calves. She has 
returned during this period over five 
and one-quarter times her original 
purchase price. Johanna herself, al- 
though well along in life as cows go, 
is in excellent health and pomises to 
continue her excellent record for 
many years to come.

Lowden Addresses Kiwanis International 
Convention 


TAX RELIEF FOR FARMER URGED TO AID AGRICULTURE 


Milwaukee, June 26.—A new public 
attitude toward agriculture and the 
frank recognition of the facts as to 
the agricultural situation is needed 
more than any one piece of legisla- 
tion to bring economic justice to the 
farmer, former Governor Frank O. 
Lowden of Illinois: told the 13th an- 
nual convention of the Kiwanis inter- 
national today. 

With the attainment of these ends, 
he held, ways to restore the proper 
balance between agriculture and in- 
dustry will present themselves. 

One way in which the ills of agricul- 
ture may be remedied, Mr. Lowden 
said, is to change the present method 
of taxation. The farmer is being done 
a great injustice, he contended, by 
the existing methods, inasmuch as in- 
tangible property escapes direct taxa- 
tion while farm land, always tangible 
property, is made to bear the greatest 
burden of the cost of government. 


Support Lacking 

“While agriculture, business and the 
economist all agree to this theory,” 
said the speaker, “I have heard of no 
chamber of commerce nor any other 
organization representing business 
lending its support to the equaliza- 
tion of this burden through a revision 
of the taxing laws.” 

“Depletion of soils is going on at a 
dangerous rate and when farm sur- 
plusses are often driving the price of 
farm products below the cost of pro- 
duction, we are adding to those sur- 
plusses by robbing the soil,” said Mr. 
Lowden. 

The state and federal governments 
could aid the farmer in this by ex- 
empting all lands from taxation which 
are devoted to some legume or by pay- 
ing a reasonable bounty to the owners 
of the lands while they kept them 
out of cultivation, the speaker sug- 
gested.

Schools Closed 


While the country school has .Tap- 
idly lost its old vitality and its im. 
portance in the life of the people, 
the city school has constantly im. 

Due largely to im- 
proved machinery the population of 
the rural school district has declined 
so rapidly that in Iowa alone 500 
schools were closed.

cities because they cannot secure a 
fair reward for their efforts on the 
farm. Generations hence, when the 
problem is not of surplus but of de 
ficit of farm. products, these stalwart 
men and women will be needed on the 
farm if we are to feed, at a reasonable 
cost, the constantly increasing popu- 
lation in our metropolitan centers.”

Mr. Lowden urged 
ventory” be made of 
agricultural resources. If this had 
been done a half century ago, he 
said, “we would not now be humili- 
ated to find huge devastated areas in 
the Great Lakes region upon which 
the forests are entirely destroyed, 
lands that have reverted to the states, 
or which have been sold to the de- 
luded farmers only to be abandoned 
when their owners had been starved 
out.”

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WISCONSIN STATE HOLSTEIN 
PICNIC AT WASHINGTON 
ISLAND 


Friday, July 26th 

The annual Summer Meeting and 
picnic of the Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation of Wisconsin holds an un- 
ysual appeal this year in that it will 
be held on the interesting and historic 
Washington Island. 

Washington Island is located at the 
north end of the Door County penin- 
ula and is separated from the main- 
land by the waters of “Deaths Door.” 
It is reached by driving north from 
Sturgeon Bay to Gills Rock, where 
ferry service will carry the breeders 
to the Island. 

Washington Island has a circum- 
f:rence of about 37 miles. The popu- 
lation is about 1,000 people of Nor- 
wegian, Swedish, Danish and Iceland- 
ers origin. In former years this 
Island was the home of the Pottowat- 
tamie Indian, and its various harbors 
and cliffs have interesting tales of 
Indian lore connected with them. 

The two main industries of the 
Island are fishing and dairying. Hol- 
stein breeders attending this picnic 
will be given the opportunity to see 
commercial fishermen at work, and to 
do some bass and trout fishing for 
themselves. 

In a Holstein sense the Island is 
of particular interest. Washington 
Island was the first T. B. Free area in 
the United States. Abortion is un- 
known there. The Holstein-Friesian 
cow rules supreme, and the average 
cow of the Island is a fine individual 
and a heavy producer. The reason 
for this development lies in the co- 
operative spirit that permeates this 
Island. Only good pure bred bulls 
have been used, and these have been 
used cooperatively in bull “blocks” or

18 months.
